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In addition to the above, there are six female children 
placed under contract at Hellingly Mental Hospital 
and nine male children placed under contract at the 
Surrey County Mental Hospital at Netherne. 


There has been no change in the personnel of the 
administrative staff during the year. 


The general health of the patients and staff has been 
satisfactory. 


The weekly maintenance rate in respect of the four 
Quarters of 1925 was fixed by the Visiting Committee

Members of the Committee have regularly visited 
the patients and inspected the Wards at each monthly 
meeting. 


A Commissioner of the Board of Control visited the 
Mental Hospital on the 9th and 10th December last, 
and left a satisfactory report. 


Deputations from Boards of Guardians have visited 
the patients in the Institution chargeable to their 
several Unions and left favourable reports as to their 
treatment. 


The imbecile children boarded out at Hellingly and 
Netherne Mental Hospitals respectively have been

visited by members of the Visiting Committee, who found 
the patients in each Institution well cared for. 


The Contract with the Eastbourne Town Council 
for the reception in the Mental Hospital of patients 
from the County Borough of Eastbourne has been 
extended for a further period of five years from the 
Ist April, 1926. 


The scheme for the installation of electricity at the 
Mental Hospital, which was approved by the Town 
Council in September, 1924, is proceeding satisfactorily 
and it is anticipated that the work will be completed 
by May next. 


The Committee have pleasure in recording that 
through the instrumentality of Alderman Teasdale, J.P., 
during his Mayoralty, a Wireless Set was purchased 
and fixed at the Institution for the benefit of the patients. 


Superannuation allowances have been granted during 
the period under review to the following officers and 
servants, viz.:—Male Mess Room Attendant, F. J. 
Ralph, Male Nurse F. J. Baker, George Baylis, Tailor, 
A. J. Harrison, Basket Maker, J. Aylin and Ernest 
Betts, Garden Labourers, and Elizabeth Harris, Care- 
taker of the Nurse’s Home. 


On the 30th May last, the Committee reported to the 
Council with a synopsis of the accounts for the year 
ended 3lst March last, and these accounts will appear 
in the Committee’s Blue Book. 
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The prescribed increases of pensions under the Pension 
(Increase) Act, 1920, granted to pensioners of the 
Institution eligible to receive the same have, with the 
concurrence of the contributing Authorities, been further 
continued until the 3lst March, 1926. 


The administrative work of the Institution continues 
to be capably performed by Dr. Harper Smith, with 
the assistance of his medical colleagues and the staff 
generally.

MEDICAL SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT: 


To the Visiting Commtttee. 


Mr. CHAIRMAN AND GENTLEMEN, 


I have the honour to submit the Twenty-second 
Annual Report of the Brighton County Borough Mental 
Hospital, being the Sixty-seventh Report since the 
opening of the Institution. 


The admissions during the year 1925 have been ; 
Males, 80; Females, 134; Total, 214. The discharges 
during the year have been: Males, 51; Females, 82: 
Total, 133. The deaths during the year have been: 
Males, 32: Females, 42 Total : 74. 


The average daily number resident during the year 
has been: Males, 303,; Females, 517; Total, 820. 


The number in Hospital on December 3lst, was: 
Males, 301; Females, 527; Total 828.

Compared with the year ending December 3lst, 1924, 
the number of patients chargeable to the Brighton 
Union has decreased by 7, while the whole number 
remaining on the books has increased by 7. 


The number of indirect admissions, that is transfers 
from other Hospitals, was 5 males and 10 females, 
total 15. 43 males and 49 females were discharged 
recovered during the year, giving a percentage of re- 
coveries, calculated on direct admissions of 57.33 per 
cent. for males and 39.52 per cent. for females. 


One serious accident has occurred during the year: 
M. E., an old lady, aged 85, accidentally slipped from 
her chair and fractured the neck of her right femur. 
An enquiry into the cause of her death was held by the 
Coroner. The following verdict was returned by the 
jury: ‘‘ Died from exhaustion following shock of 
fracture of Neck of Femur by falling out ofa chair, 
when asleep in the Ward, on October 4th.”’ 


During the year the health of the patients has been 
extremely good, considering the large number of very 
old people in the Hospital.

No patient has suffered from Dysentery during the 
_ year. ‘The last case occurred in March, 1924. One 
female nurse has had mumps. 


Full parole has been given to 20 male patients 
and to 27 female patients during the year. This has 
been greatly appreciated by the patients, and I have not 
received any complaints concerning their behaviour. 


Football, cricket, and stoolball matches have been 
played by the patients during the season. 


The religious services have been regularly held by the 
Chaplains, The Rev. Canon Bell, and the Rev. Thaxted 
Cripps, who also visited the Wards each week. The 
Roman Catholic Priest has visited regularly. 


Deputations from the Brighton and Eastbourne 
Boards of Guardians have visited the Hospital twice 
during the year, and have expressed their satisfaction 
with the care and treatment of the patients. 


Dr. Branthwaite, a Commissioner of the Board of 
Control, visited the Hospital on December 9th. 


Twenty-four male and nineteen female nurses hold 
the Medico-psychological Nursing Certificate, and fourteen 
male and ten female nurses have passed the preliminary 
examination. 


The general conduct of the staff during the year has 
been very satisfactory. 
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I wish to thank the Officers and Staff for the assist- 
ance they have given me in the administration of the 
Hospital, and in conclusion, I beg to thank you, Mr. 
Chairman and Gentlemen for your support and con- 


sideration.

THE REPORT OF THE CHAPLAIN. 


Gentlemen, 


In submitting my First Annual Report to you, 
I have to point out that it deals with a period of fifteen 
months. 


It was on the Ist October, 1924, that I took up the 
duties of Chaplain, under the new atrangement, by 
which. the Chaplain is no longer a whole-time Officer. 


In carrying on the work I have been most efficiently 
supported and aided by my colleagues, the Rev. R. T, 
Cripps and the Rev. H. E. Ward. 


The report may be divided into two parts, the work 
which is done in the Chapel, and that which is done in 
the wards, etc., of the Institution. 


(1) As regards the former, the services have been 
performed regularly. The Holy Communion has been 
celebrated on the first Sunday in each month, and on 
great Festivals; a sermon has been preached every 
Sunday morning, and there has been Evensong every 
Sunday afternoon. The services seem to be appreciated 
by the patients: Mr. Knight, the Organist, has taken 
a great deal of pains with the music; and the Choir 
have, to a great extent, shown willingness to help 
in their part of the work. 
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Considerable improvements have been made in the 
appointments of the Chapel, and it is hoped that 
more may follow. The books have been renewed, 


and the linen, etc., are well cared for. 


(2) The Wards have been regularly visited each 
week. Prayers have been held, in addition to those 
in the Dining Hall, in both Infirmary Wards every 
Sunday, and in Male and Female Ward VI. each Monday 


and Friday respectively. 


The Library has been duly attended to, and a series 
of Lectures with Lantern Slides has been given during 
the Winter to the patients. 


In cases where the Medical Superintendent has thought 
it desirable, individual patients have been specially 
visited, and as far as possible the effort has been made 
to do what can be done in co-operation with the Medical 
authorities to forward the work of healing, and to 


alleviate distress.

REPORT OF THE DENTAL SURGEON.

THE DENTAL SURGEON has the honour to lay before 
the Committee his Annual Report. 


The number of patients attended since January, 1924 
has been 435; Males, 180; Females, 255. 


The number of teeth extracted has been 412, gas being 
administered in 85 cases, the remainder being extracted 
with local anaesthetic. . 


The number of fillings completed has been 10 and 
37 patients have had their teeth scaled and cleaned. 


A few patients have required attention to their 
dentures. 


The Dental Surgeon has been very greatly assisted 
by the Medical Officers in cases necessitating the 
administration of N2O Gas.

The changes that have occurred amongst patien 
admissions 237, discharges and transfers 149, and deaths 
82--since my colleague’s visit in October, 1924, have 
left on the books the names of 828, of whom 303 are 
men and 525 women. On this visit, which has extendcd 
over yesterday and part of to-day, I found 827 of these 
in residence, one male patient being absent on leave 
for trial. Of the total number on the books 56 are 
in the private class, including 27 in the “service ” 
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and ‘‘ ex-service’’ classes, and 149 are out-county 
cases on contract, chargeable for the most part to 
Eastbourne and Napsbury. The maintenance ates 
per head are, for Home patients 24/6 per week, for out- 
county cases 29/6, and for private patients 28/— to 


63/-. 


To the best of my belief I have, during my inspection 
of wards, workshops, and domestic working depart- 
ments, seen all patients now in residence, giving to all 
who desired it an opportunity for conversation. 
With the exception of a few applications for discharge, 
made by persons who are at present unfit for liberty, 
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and some statements obviously due to mental dis- 
order that could not be supported by evidence, I heard 
nothing in the nature of complaint regarding treat- 
ment, diet, or surroundings, whilst many spoke grate- 
fully of the treatment they were receiving. There 
seemed to a general air of contentment, and quiet 
and orderly behaviour was evident throughout. 


There is already some show of benefit from the recent 
appointment of a dressmaker to supervise the making 
of women’s clothing, and of good results from her 
efforts to get away from the old stereotyped style 
of institution clothing. It seemed to me, however, 
that more rapid progress would be made, and that there 
would be better chance of efficiency, if a room could 
be definitely allocated to sewing purposes, where the 
most useful workers could be concentrated under 
the inmediate supervision of the dressmaker. The 
present arrangements, which include the scattering 
of workers in ordinary day rooms are not favourable 
to either progress or efficiency and the result aimed 
at seems to be worth some effort to secure both. 


The general health of the institution was good, 
and patients as a whole presented an appearance of being 
in a satisfactory state as to nutrition; a condition 
undoubtedly due to a dietary that has been materially 
supplemented of late, The food scale now follows 
as nearly as possible the lines laid down by the Depart- 
mental Committee on Mental Hospital Dietaries ; 
but could be made to still more fully approximate 
to those lines, without additional cost, by improvement 
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in Kitchen Equipment. I discussed this fully with 
the Medical Superintendent and pointed out the desira- 
bility of provision being made during the wiring for 
electric supply, for the installation of machine aids 
to more rapid food preparation which in the end would 
be economical also. I was glad to find that a capable 
Steward has been appointed with control, under the 
Medical Superintendent, over all matters relating to local 
food production at the farm, acquisition by purchase, 
cooking and preparation for table, and distribution. 
This is in accordance with the best principles for good 
service, and attention is only needed now to the pro- 
vision of sufficient Kitchen equipment to secure that 
complete efficiency which is now hampered by inade- 
quate facilities. 


Attention appears to be paid to the necessary classi- 
fication of patients, so far as conditions permit ; but 
I was sorry to find that new admissions, for whom 
classification is of utmost importance, have to be treated 
amongst chronic cases in ordinary wards. Without 
unduly pressing expenditure on building at the moment, 
where other work of value is in hand, I would urge the 
provision at the earliest moment when this is possible 
of a small completely detached Admission Hospital. 
Close attention to the treatment of cases during the 
early stages of disorder gives the best chance of re- 
covery, and such ‘cases therefore deserve those con- 
ditions most likely to produce favourable results. 


In connection with the question of early treatment 
I was glad to hear that there is a possibility of the 
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establishment in the near future, of an out-patient clinic 
in Brighton under Dr. Harper-Smith’s supervision. 
It isto be hoped that this scheme will mature, and that it 
will be associated with the General Hospital. 


Nearly all patients under treatment for sickness in 
bed were cases of debility, chronic disease associated 
with mental disorder as cause or effect, or patients 
under special nursing care for mental reasons. There 
was little in the nature of acute illness, no dysentery 
(a disease from which the institution has been free 
since last visit) and no case of any other form of in- 
fectious disease in the ordinary acceptation of the term. 
Four men and fourteen women were suffering from 
tuberculosis in varying stages of activity. In the 
absence of verandahs I found many patients under- 
going open air treatment in bed in the ward gardens. 


One death since October last was due to exhaustion 
following fracture of the neck of the femur in a patient 
of 85, otherwise all that have occurred’ during the 
interval have been due to natural causes, no one of 
which calls for special comment. All the nine non-fatal 
casualties have been in the nature of fracture or dislo- 
cation of bones accidentally sustained. 


The structure generally has been well maintained, 
and some improvements and alterations have been 
carried out. The most important work now in progress 
is the erection of an electrical generating station for 
the supply to the institution of electric light to replace 
gas. The value of this improvement by facilitating 
administration adding to the comfort of patients 
will be very great. The dayrooms and dormitories 
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were well kept, properly supplied with books and games, 
warm and comfortable. I thought, however, that 
ablution arrangements attached to them, practically 
throughout, were defective and altogether unsatisfac- 
tory. Efforts should be made to gradually replace 
the basins, buckets, and wooden tables, with properly 
fitted lavatory basins, which would be more cleanly, 
more easily worked and much more hygienic. 


The ward staff now consists of 58 male and 82 female 
nurses, 10 of the former and 13 of the latter being 
detailed for night duty. Twenty-four male and 19 
female nurses possess the full certificate of the Medico- 
psychological association, and 14 of the former and 10 
of the latter have passed the preliminary examination 
for that qualification. 


Dr. Harper-Smith has the help of Dr. Guppy and 
Dr. Davies as his Assistant Medical Officers. 


Although this Hospital is lacking in some of the 
amenities possessed by institutions of its kind of more 
modern construction, there are evidences of the deter- 
mination of the Committee to bring it gradually up-to- 
date. [he installation of electric light for instance, 
and the suggested addition of an operating theatre, 
with (it is to be hoped) an attached laboratory, which is 
regarded by my Board as a provision of great import- 
ance. In the meantime there is ample evidence 
that Dr. Harper-Smith is taking full advantage of 
the facilities he already possesses for the advantage 
and welfare of his patients.

The patient who died was G. T. Chapman, the 
certified cause of death General Paralysis of the Insane. 


Apart from two patients C. W. Turner and H. Macklen 
who are supplied with clothing by their relatives, 
the men were dressed in the blue serge suits specially 
provided for their use, and were clean and smart in 
appearance. Night shirts are worn by one or two 
of the service patients but others wear their day shirts 
at night, two of which are issued to them weekly from 
general ward stock. 
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R. A. Carrick and C. Sturmer refuse to draw their 
pocket money, the other men accepting the weekly 
allowance of 2/6, of whom five receive it in money 
and the remainder have the equivalent in kind, and 
are permitted to choose the comforts they desire. 


Some small additions have been made to the 
patients’ dietary during the past year but it still falls 
short of the improved standard which has of iate been 
adopted in the majority of Mental Hospitals throughout 
the country: at present the cooking facilities are 
limited owing to the kitchen equipment being inade- 
quate to allow of the preparation of additional courses 
for some of the patients’ meals, and until supple- 
mentary equipment is installed there appears to be 
little prospect of making further improvement and 
introducing greater variety into the patient’s meals. 
Three patients complained to me of the monotony 
of some of the daily meals but others questioned ex- 
pressed themselves as being satisfied. | 


F. W. Brooking is the only Service Patient showing 
mental improvement. H. Macklen was in bed owing 
to general debility and the remaining men appeared 
to be in good bodily health.

General Remarks.—Apart from the few remarks made 
respecting the lack of variety in the dietary the patients 
were free from complaint and gave the impression of 
being happy and contented, well cared for, and com- 
fortable in their wards. - 


I was informed that twenty per cent. of the total 
male patients are on parole which includes one or two 
of the Service Patients, the others owing to their mental 
condition being unfit to have any liberty allowed them. 


Dr. Harper Smith displays a very keen interest 
in the welfare of those visited to-day, and I have to 
thank him for the arrangements kindly made to facili- 
tate my inspection.
